Boastful'ness 
of its 


achievements and progress is 
the attribute of the average 
small American city, especial- 
ly out here in the Midwest 
where 300 years ago little ex- 
isted except the frontier. 


Rapid growth in size and prosper- 


ity has been the history of many of 
our communities. It has been our 
pride that culture came swiftly up- 
on the heels of the covered wagon. 
The old "opera" house stood as a 
symbol. The Chautauqua assembly 
was the center of activity. 


Dixon was not to be outdone 


and had its own Assembly Park. 
Some of the best musicians of 
the day came here. As far as I 
can find, all of these cultural ad- 
vantages were well supported. 
Has the day of radio and tele- 
vision so dulled the asthetio 
senses of our citizens that-we 
are content to take our culture 
second hand or "canned"? Are 
we less interested than our an- 
cestors in music, art, drama and 
the non-commercial-elements of 
life? 
* * * 


Most of us^ would hasten to as- 


sure ourselves that we ARE Inter* 
ested in these things. Our actions, 
however, do not bear witness to 
this fact. The modern successor to 
the Chautauqua is the Civic Music 
Association. Thousands of small 
cities are a part of this vast mod- 
ern method of bringing the best 
in talent to the people. The young 
artist coming to Dixon this year 
commands national attention often 
in a short time. The -words "We 
have never heard of him" change 
to "I wish I could hear him at the 
Metropolitan or Orchestral Hall. 
Among those coming to the small 
city are often men and wo'men of 
international fame. Alone we would 
never command their appearance. 
As a part of Civic Music it is pos- 
sible.

The number of concerts and 


their quality depends entirely 
upon the number of member- 
ships. With 1,000 members we 
can obtain excellent programs. 
We cannot do this with half- 
hearted backing. Some say they 
"Go to Chicago for this sort of 
thing" or "I was a member last 
j ear and didn't use my member- 
ship but once or not at all." Jf 
one is fortunate enough to be 
able to see opera and hear con- 
certs in Chicago or other of the 
large cities, there are hundreds 
\\Iio cannot. If one's social obli- 
gations are such that the date of 
a concert dos not coincide with 
an open evening, \\hose fault is 
it, since concert dates are pub- 
lished far in advance?

as a citizen of Dixon, I am greatly 
concerned w i t h the apparent 
apathy toward civic progress and 
enrichment in many ways, but es- 
pecially in our support of this par- 
ticular project. It must not be al- 
lowed to lapse or fall short of the 
best.

Founder of 20th 
Century Club Dies 
At Miami Beach 


MIAMI, Fla. — Iff) —« Mi- 


chael Straus Jacobs, a fabu- 
lous figure in boxing until his 
retirement six years ago, died 
of a heart attack today. He 
was 72. 


The man who organized 
the 


Twentieth Century Sporting Club in 
New York and signed up Joe Louis 
for his exclusive services died of 
a "coronary insufficiency" in 
Mount Sinai hospital, Miami 
Beach, at 6:20 a. m. (EST). 


His widow, Mrs. Josephine Ja- 


cobs, said he had "been feeling 
great right up to about 3 p. m. 
Friday. 


Attended Races 


He was attending the races at 


Hialeah Park at the time, she said. 


"It didn't seem like anything at 


first," 
Mrs. Jacobs 
explained. 


We took him home from track 


and then called a doctor." 


"Uncle Mike" was rushed to the 


hospital. He was 
immediately 


placed in an oxygen tent and grad- 
ually sank during the night. 


Mrs. Jacobs said services and 


burial would be in New York. 


Jacobs was linked not only with 


Joe Louis, but with Tex Rickard, 
the glamorous figure In the 1920's 
who promoted fights in the grand 
manner. 


Just as Rickard's death in 1929 


marked the end of one era in box- 
ing, so did the retirement of "Un- 
cle Mike" close another chapter in 
pugilistic history. 


Closely Associated 


Mike's name did not become 


known to the boxing public until 
five or six years after Ricterd's 
death. 
But the two had been 


closely associated as far back as 
1921,'when Rickard promoted the 
famed title bout between Jack 
Dempsey and Georges Carpentier 
at Boyle's 30 Acres in New Jersey. 


The story is told that Rickard 


suddenly discovered he needed an- 
other $100,000 for 
expenses and 


didn't know where it was coming 
from. He made known his plight 
to Jacobs, then one of Broadway's 
biggest ticket brokers. By promot- 
ing blocks- of choice seats to other 
brokers, Jacobs came up with the 
required cash. From then on he 
and Tex apparently were close to 
each other. 


When Mike entered the boxing 


promotional field in 1934 he brought 
wtih him this brokerage know-how 
and a willingness to throw his 
money around to tie up the key 
figures he needed to control the 
fight game. He did this by mak- 
ing "advances" to important fight- 
ers and managers, a method that 
brought him much criticism. 


Biggest Fight 


Jacobs staged many champion- 


ship bouts, but perhaps 
the big- 


jest was the return bout between 
Louis and Challenger Billy Conn 
at Yankee Stadium, June 19, 1946. 
Ringside seats for that scrap sold 
at $100. A crowd of 45,266 turned 
out and contributed to a gross gate 
of $1,925,564, the second largest in 
boxing annals. 


Jacobs was born in lower New 


York City, March 10, 1880, the 
third of nine children. His father 
was a tailor and Mike attended 
school through the sixth 
grade, 


selling papers to add to the family 
income.

MIG 15 jets high over northwest Korea Saturday, as two new jet aces 
were crowned and a third pilot took over top standings in the MIG 
killing race. 


At least two other MIGs were 


damaged, incomplete Fifth Air 
Force reports said. 


Capt. Cecil G. Foster of San An- 


tonio, Tex., bagged his eighth and 
ninth MIGs to take over the top 
spot for flyers still active in Korea. 


Capt. Dolphin D. Overton III of 


Andrews, S. C., riding the hottest 
streak 
in jet 
fighting history, 


bagged his fifth in four days to 
become Korea's 24th jet ace. 


Lt. Harold E, Fisher jr. of Swea 


City, Iowa, picked off a MIG for 
his fifth kill. He is the 25th jet ace 


of the war. 


The new kills brought the Allied 


total to 19 in the last five days. 


The Fifth Air Force announced 


that the week of Jan. 17-23 was the 
most successful for its Sabres since 
the week beginning Nov. 21. The 
total of destroyed MIGs was 16; 
probably destroyed, one; and dam- 
aged, 16. 


The Communists downed only 


one Sabre during the past week, 
the Air Force said. It was the first 
F86 lost to the Reds since the week 
ending Dec. 26.

Bruns' brother-in-law, was a pas- 
senger in the car. Harrington was 
not injured. 


Bruns said that he was driving 


slow when he approached the rail 
road crossing, but that he didn't 
see the train until he was almost 
upon it. 


His attention was not called to 


the freight tram until Harrington 
shouted, "Look out, there's a train 
on the track!" 


At that time, he was only about 


25 feet from the train, Stouffer 
said in quoting Bruns. 


It was too late to stop. Bruns 


reportedly slammed on the brakes. 
He slid into the train at the icy 
crossing. 


Stouffer said that the train also 


had been moving in an easterly 
direction, that the Rock Island 
road crosses the tracks at a very 
slight angle. 


Personnel on the freight tram 


didn't even know that a car had 
run into the train, said Stouffer. 
They were not able to determine as 
yet which train was hit. 


Called Dangerous 


The deputy sheriff added that 


the crossing has been considered 
an extremely dangerous one and 
that Sheriff Charles Redebaugh, 
Lee county, has attempted to have 
the county put blinker' signals 
there. 


Cars approaching the crossing, 


Stouffer said, are almost unable 
to see a tram on the tracks. Con- 
ditions of the terrain are such that 
headlight beams shine under the 
train and not on it.

Find Deadly Virus Lost at 
University of Michigan 


ANN ARBOR, Mich.'—W)—A virus so deadly that one ten-billionth 


of a diop will kill rats is the center of a fiction-like revelation from the 
University of Michigan laboratories today. 


The virus, whose effect on hu- 


man beings is unknown, was dis- 
covered in 1909 by Dr. Frederick 
G. Novy, the university's famed 
bacteriologist. 


The virus, so deadly that it kill- 


ed a set of experimental rats every 
48 to 72 hours, was watched closely 
for 10 years. In a change of labor- 
atoiy personnel sometime 
after 


World War I, the test tubes con- 
taining the virus were lost. 


Find Box 


Late in 1951, during a "house- 


cleaning" session in the lab, an 
old corrugated paper box, contain- 
ing 25 test tubes, was found. Or. 
Novy, then 86 and retired, was con- 
sulted. 


His suspicions aroused, Dr. Novy 


directed experiments that led to 
the announcement that not only 
had the vnus been found, but that, 
contiary to scientific belief, it was 
still alive. 


Though it had lost some of its 


potency during the third of a cen- 
tury, the virus still killed 75 per 
cent of the laboratory rats in three 
to 11 days. 


Dr. Novy immediately set to 


work and is now completing a com- 
prehensive report on the micro- 
organism from laboratory 
notes 


originally made over 40 years ago. 


Now, with research humming, 


university scientists are investi- 
gating the possibility that other 
viruses, thought to die without a 
living host, may be capable of 
survival. 


At 88, the Chicago-born doctor, 


the only living student of"Louis 
Pasteur in this country, is once 
again dnectmg the vital research 
program he started more than 40 
years ago.

WASHINGTON—(ff)—John 
C. Montgomery, 41, chief of 
the State Department's Fin- 
nish desk, was found hanged 
early today in the fashionable 
Georgetown home of Attor- 
ney A. Marvin Braverman, 
where Montgomery lived. 


Returning home at about 4 a.m. 


from an engagement, Braverman 
found the body sprawled nude on 
a second floor landing. Braverman, 
still clad in evening clothes tele- 
phoned police. 


Homicide detectives said Mont- 


gomery had hanged from the third 
floor stair railing by a bathrobe 
sash and a hempen cord, which ap 
parently had broken under the 
weight, allowing the body to tumble 
a flight below. It was believed he 
had been dead three or four hours 
when the body was found. 


Montgomery had lived for about 


five years in a'third floor 'room 
of Braverman's three-story home. 
Like the latter, who often has been 
linked romantically with Miss Mar- 
garet Truman, Montgomery was 
well-known socially. 


Lincoln White, state department 


press officer, described Montgom- 
ery's position as a responsible-one 
entailing the handling of classified 
documents. 


He said the department's secur- 


ity division, as is routne in such 
deaths, would investigate. 


Police said no notes were found.

give serious attention to selecting 
the plants to grow, preparing fer- 
tile, porous soil, and if possible 
growing your own plants. It will 
be an excellent beginning to make 
your own window box, which can 
easily be done from the diagram 
herewith. 


For a standard single window, a 


box 3 
J/& feet long, 8 inches deep 


and 10 inches wide is a good size. 
But measure your windows and 
make boxes to fit. Where larger, 
or multiple, windows d e m a n d 
greater length, the other dimen- 
sions must be laiger in proportion, 
or single boxes may be provided 
for each window in a group. 


Think of the box as a decoration 


of the house; make it of a suitable 
size and a color to match the house 
color or trim. The flowers should 


be chosen to furnish a contrasting:, 
yet harmonious color accent. There 
Is a wealth of suitable varieties 
from which to choose. 


Rich soil, of the type which' flor- 


ists call potting soil, must be used 
for window boxes. Because there is 
so little of it to feed the flowers, it 
should be well fertilized. A table- 
spoonful of chemical plant food for 
each square foot of soil should be 
used. 
^ For the annual flowers, at least 
six hours of sun a day is necessary 
and this requires a south window. 
The best subjects are those of 
dwarf or trailing habit, the latter 
drooping festoons of bloom from 
the boxes. Petunias of the balcony 
type are excellent, as are the tall 
nasturtiums, the giant morning 
glories. Dwarf petunias, marigolds, 
ageratum, calliopsis, annual pinks, 
lobelia, dwarf morning 
glories, 


phlox, and zinnias can be grown. 


Boxes which spend most of the 


day in shade offer a special prob 
lem. If the shade is that of a build 
ing, perhaps only foliage plants 
can be giown, such as ferns, fancy 
leaved caladiums, crotons, rubber 
plants and other florists' subjects. 


If there is some sun, begonias 


will probably do well. Impatiens, 
the Zanzibar balsam, bearing flow- 
ers of salmon or rose on bushy 
plants 18 inches tall, are excellent 
in semi-shaded places. Violas 
thrive in partial shade, and the list 
of flowers which will do well in- 
creases as the amount of sun is en- 
larged.

If the American standard of living is to resume the steady 


climb that was interrupted by depression and war, our re- 


: sources—from which income is created—must be increased 


tremendously, an editorial appearing in all McGraw-Hill pub- 
lications states. 


During the past four years it has taken about $3.60 of 


national wealth to yield $1 of income after taxes. If, by 1960,

we find ourselves slightly worse off per person today than 
we were in 1929, inspite of the large additions to national 
wealth since 1946, according to the editorial, which cites de- 
pression and war as the two principal reasons for lack of 
progress.

1 "The kibitzers pointed out that 
] South could have made his con- 


• tract by ruffing out the king of 
jhearts. The winning line of play 
,is to run the three spades imme- 
^diately, discarding hearts -from the 
iSouth hand. Declarer then takes 
the ace of hearts and leads a trump 
!to dummy. 


"Declarer can enter d u m m y 


,twice with trumps to ruff low 
hearts. When the king of hearts 
jdrops, declarer can get back to 
•dummy with the king of diamonds 
|to discard his losing diamond on 
the jack of hearts. 


"W^iat is the correct potTfp.tage 


play if you see only the South hand 
and the dummy? Do you have a 
better chance if you take the fi- 
nesse, or in general do you have a 
better chance if you try to ruff out 
the king?" 


This type ot situation occurs fair- 


ly frequently in play, so it might 
be worth-while to remember a 
couple of figures. The chance that 
the missing six hearts will be di- 
vided 3-3 is about 36 per cent. 


The chance that the king of 


hearts will be doubleton (in case 
there is a 4-2 break) is about 16 
per cent. The combined chance Is 
about 52 per cent, which is slightly 
better than the straight 50 per cent 
chance of a finesse. 


It should be pointed out that it 


isn't completely safe to cash three 
top spades before drawing trumps. 
It is possible, although not likely, 
that the opening lead is a single- 
ton and that the second round of 
•pades will be ruffed. 


This slight risk is probably off- 


»ct by the chance of catching a 
singleton king of hearts if you play 
for ruffing out the king. 


The decisive argument in favor 


of ruffing out the hearts Is that 
you do not necessarily lose the 
hand if the king of hearts fails to

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Degree, Location of Bleeding Govern Outcome 
Of Cerebral Hemorrhage; Doctor Is Helpless

It is a comfort to those who 


have lost near and dear ones to 
feel that everything possible had 
been done. Cntrariwise, it causes 
gnawing anxiety to feel that per- 
haps something could have been 
done which would have preserved 
the loved ones. 


Q—My dad passed away from a 


cerebral 
hemorrhage. 
Now I 


know a lady who told me her dad 
had one and is still living. My dad 
was alone when he died, so now 
it hurts me to think maybe we 
could have saved him if we had 
been there. Is this lady right? 


Mrs. T. A. 


A—It was unkind of your friend 


to imply blame on you for what 
happened to your father. The out- 
come of a cerebral hemorrhage or 
bleeding into the brain, depends 
on the amount of bleeding and Its 
location. Neither the family nor 
a physician Is able to do anything 
about this at the time, and it con- 
sequently seems ' extremely 
un- 


likely that either you or a doctor, 
If he had been present, would 
have been able to do much for 
your father. 


Although many recover from a 


cerebral hemorrhage, this is not 
always the case, and you will re- 
member the outcome when the late 
President Roosevelt was similarly 
stricken 
while 
surrounded by 


friends, relatives and medical at- 
tendants.

Q—I am shopping for a bed for 


my 4-year-old girl and am con-

cause trouble. 


I do not believe that sleeping 


with or without a pillow makes a 
particle of difference 
from 
the 


standpoint of health (again, unless 


there Is a question of allergy), 
and I see no reason why the little 
girl cannot 
decide for 
herself 


whether to sleep with or without 
a pillow.

ure have been hidden. Many of those who looked 
to Eisenhower to save us from Tnman or some 
facsimile, hushed the smattering of 'cnown truth 
out of their minds.

I have searched books and reviews for the plain fundamental fact* 


of this disaster and I doubt that they can be found by anyone, ever. 
They are'all balled up in evasions and lies. 


The Patton "diary" which has been talked up as a great expose, 


showing that Patton exhorted Ike to let him go on to Prague, showed 
nothing of the kind. Mrs. Patton is silent. Her explanation to me 
that she was a Republican, was enigmatic. It still seemed to me that 
an American had a duty about any loyalty to a party dominated by 
Dewey, Chinaboy Luce, Paul Hoffman and the weird 'cast of adven- 
turers, Socialists and fools who have turned the Republican party 
into a caricature of its true self. To be sure, Patton complained 
confidentially to himself and his wife against the strategy that stopped 
him in full career. 
But he said nothing to Ike on paper as he cer- 


tainly should have been.. And last spring when Eisenhower momentarily 
insisted that he had recorded a protest against the surrender of the 
victory to an obvious enemy, I immediately asked him to tell me when 
and where. I got no answer because there is none.

from obscurity and minor rank to

and 
now, by 


chance, to a sort of immortality, 
by the favor of a man who brooked 
no doubt of his omniscience in 
anything. 
We have no evidence 


that Ike ever had the wisdom and 
moral courage to warn Roosevelt 
and Truman against yielding to 
the Russians anything that we 
could seize and hold. Mark Clark 
seems to have been much more 
realistic and tough. Once when 
some Russians tried to rough up 
a sergeant on his staff, the ser- 
geant killed a Russian officer and 
Clark protected him. 


This damned spot cannot be 


scoffed away as "recrimination." 
It is not spite that prompts a cit- 
izen to demand honesty and abil- 
ity 
in a 
president. 
It was 


that minimum requirement that 
prompted me last spring to pre- 
fer Taft over Eisenhower. I want 
the best possible president and I 
don't want his autograph or his 
picture to hang on my office wall. 


Having elected Ike we now have 


it put to us, as Truman and even 
the egregious Harriman have put 
it to us, that we have got to make 
sacrifices to stand off or lick the 
Russians.

Care of Brushes 


Avoid the use of cheap brushes. 


A good paint Job can only be done 
with good brushes. Do not dip a 
brush so deeply that the paint will 
get under the ferrule. A brush used 
in water paints should be washed 
with water. A brush used in oil 
paints or varnish should be washed 
with paint thinner or mineral spir- 
its. Brushes should not stand on 
end with the weight resting on the 
tips of the bristles. After finishing 
a Job, clean the brush by wiping 
on 'the side of the paint can, brush 
out on a newspaper, then rinse in 
three changes of clear thinner or 
until no more color comes out. 
Give it a good shaking out between 
rinsings and hang up to dry. After 
drying, a brush should be wrapped 
in paper and put away.

Miss Pilgrim Gives Helpful Hints

Care of Woolen Garments 


Lots of wool suits and dresses are receiving hard wear this winter. 


Are you giving them the correct care, so they may have a longer life 
and always appear at their best? One of the best ways to keep wool 
in tip-top condition is to press it correctly. 


Always press wool on wrong side. Use two or 


t}iree p,.ess dotiis t0 protect the wool from too much 
heat. This also distributes the moisture evenly over 
the fabric. One press cloth should be of heavy cot- 
ton twill material; the second cloth could be a light 
weight cotton free from starch. 


Most wools will need a "touch up" on collars, 


cuffs and belts on the right side. Just be sure to 
use both press cloths again. 
, 
Be sure to use an iron temperature suitable for 


wool. It may be a good idea to test the tempera-

• ture on an inconspicuous corner before pressing en- 


tire garment. 
Do this especially if you're not sure of the iron you're 


using. 


It is; best to allow some moisture to remain in the material after 


pressing wool. It helps to prevent harshness and a shiny surface. 


Practice using just the right pressure on the iron as you press 


wool. Lower it gently on the damp press cloth, 
place it with the lengthwise grain of the material, 
that areas covered by the iron ov- 
erlap. Avoid pushing or shoving 
the iron, since this tends to push 
woolen material off-grain and re- 
sult in bagginess. Rather use an 
up-and-down, quite mild pounding 
action. 


Remember, it is not necessary 


to press wool clothing after every 
wearing. A little careful care will 
save pressing time and allow wool 
to wear for a longer time. Wool is 
very resilient 'and will tend to shed 
its own wrinkles if given a chance. 
That means that woolen garments 
can be kept neat and beautiful by 
proper hanging and care. 


Use an "adequate" hanger for 


all woolen garments. This means 
a wooden or plastic one that has 
enough thickness to prevent creas- 
es at the shoulders. 
When hang- 


ing woolen.clothing, be careful to 
set the shoulders of the garment 
on the 
hanger 
properly. 
Time 


taken for this will preserve the 
shape of the garment. It's a good 
idea to empty pockets, too, to les- 
sen unsightly pocket sag. 


Hangers that let wool skirts or 


trousers hang flat by the band or 
cuffs help eliminate wrinkles, too. 
Suit hangers for men often have a 
bar large enough in diameter to 


Lift the iron and 
Keep repeating so 


avoid a horizontal crease across 
the trousers. 


Wool needs a chance to rest and 


breathe. This helps it come back 
to normal condition. If possible, 
alternate suits and 
dresses 
in- 


stead of wearing the 
same 01 


every day. They will then wear a 
lot longer. Air woolen garments 
often. This aids in that "breath- 
ing" and keeps it sweet smelling.

other partly closed angle cock air 
brake valve on a New Haven train

controls the air brakes. 


Howard Moulton, a public rela- 


tions man, said the valve on th'e 
second car of the train was found 
"partly closed." He added it was 
returned to its normal position and 
the train continued to New York. 


One apparent instance of brake 


tampering involved the crack Bos- 
ton-to-Washington "Federal Ex- 
press" which crashed into Wash- 
ington Union Station Jan. 15 and 
injured some 50 persons. 
That 


wreck has been blamed on possible 
tampering with an angle cock. 


Another instance or braKe tam- 


pering was reported Thursday by 
U. S. Sen. Charles W. Tobey R- 
NH, chairman of the Senate Com- 
merce Committee. He said it "be- 
gins to look like sabotage."

Knockin* 'Em Down 


By STEVE NAGY

The accompanying picture in to- 


day's lesson certainly looks right 
to most bowlers, and no doubt 
most 
bowling instructors 
would 


agree that the most comfortable 
stance on the approach is the cor- 
rect one. 


However, there is one 
chief 


danger involved in centering the 
ball in the middle of the body when 
standing on the approach. It gen- 
erally causes the arm to swing 
back and out to the right. 


This is a natural consequence. 
When I begin to move forward, 


and the ball drops into its pendU; 
lum-like swing, it is only natural 
to swing the ball to the right in 
order to avoid having it strike my 
right leg on its way into the back- 
swing. 


At the top of my backswing then, 


my ball is too far out to the right, 
and I retrace the same path in 
coming forward in delivering the 
ball. 


This is called "sidearming" and 


results in extremely poor direction 
in delivering the ball. 


Since the ball travels in the di- 


rection you throw it, If you start 
too far to the right, in most cases 
the ball will go over to the left side 
of the lane.

Van Fleet Leaves Post; 
See Signs of 
Offensive 


SEOUL-VPh-Gtn. James A. Van 


Fleet, who turns over command of 
the Eighth Army next month to 
Lt. Gen. Maxwell Taylor, said Sat 
urday he would say goodbye to his 
troops of many free nations 'Jwith 
heavy heart." 


Retirement of the 60-year-old 


amiable general from active duty 
was announced in Washington Fri 
day. 
Taylor, a fiery, 51-year-old 


paratrooper, was scheduled to see 
President Eisenhower in Washing' 
ton Saturday and leave by plane 
for Tokyo Monday. 
., After conferring with Gen. Mark 
Clark, United Nations commander 
Taylor will come to Korea to take 
command early in February. Van 
Fleet, whose retirement from the 
Army becomes effective March 31 
will leave for the United States— 
and possibly for a high post in the 
United Nations. 


Praises Van Fleet 


Gen. Clark said in Tokyo that 


with Van Fleet's retirement the 
United States is losing one of its 
"most outstanding officers. 


Syngman Rhee, 77-year-old pres- 


ident of the republic, commented 
that Van Fleet's r e t i r e m e n t 
"comes as a disappointment to 
us," and added that he was speak- 
ing for "the entire Korean nation.1' 


"I am sure President Eisenhow- 


er, who has the right and speedy 
settlement of the Korean War in 
his heart, must have a plan which 
Is better than we know and we will 
gladly welcome and co-operate 
with Gen. Taylor. . ." 


Lt. Gen. Paik Sun Yup, South 


•Korean Army chief of staff, com- 
mented: "I am sorry he is leaving. 
We need a big offensive." 


Signs of Action 


. ,The change in command, how- 
ever, did not rule out the possibil 
Ity of an Allied offensive with a 
view of ending the 15-month-old 
.stalemate in the bitter struggle. 
Signs pointing to a possible often 
sive included: 
'l. President Eisenhower on his 


visit to Korea in December said a 
way would be found to settle the 
Korean War. 


2. Gen J. Lawton Collins, U. S. 


Army chief of staff, saw the Pres- 
,id.ent-Thursday and was scheduled 
to leave Washington for Tokyo and 
Korea Saturday. The Army's No. 1 
man presumably carried instruc- 
tions for the changing situation in 
Korea. 


3. Taylor is not a defensive- 


minded general. He led the 101st 
Airborne Division over Normandy, 
being the first man to "hit the 
silk" in the 1944 invasion of Eu- 
rope. 


4. Allied air power has been hit- 


ting hard at Communist key rail 
bridges and supply centers. 


Generals Confer 


5. Top commanders in the Far 


East have been holding a series of 
conferences in Korea and Japan 
since Eisenhower left. 


6. Other shifts in high commands 


appear imminent. 
High-ranking 


generals and admirals from the 
states have been visiting the Far 
East in recent weeks. 


7. Military sources insist the 


U. N. should set up a battle line 
farther up in North Korea—say be- 
tween Pyongyang and Wonsan or 
Pyongyang and Hungnam — that 
could be held easier with two-thirds 
of the men now on the present 155- 
mile front. 


Van Fleet leaves Korea nearly 


two years since he took command 
in Aprl, 1951, on the eve of the 
Chinese Communists' last big but 
doomed offensive. At that time he 
succeeded Gen. Matthew B. Ridg- 
way who went to Tokyo to take 
over Gen. McArthur's post as U.N. 
commander.

George Kennan, an expert on So- 
viet affairs who served

in'Moscow, will bo given a new 
assignment, officials said Satur 
day. 


An apparent divergence of opin- 


ion between Kennan and Secretary 
of State Dulles was smoothed over 
Friday night by the State depart- 
ment. A department 
statement 


that Dulles regards the affair as a 
"closed episode" indicated the sec- 
retary was satisfied Kennan had 
not deliberately set out to assail 
ideas just expressed by Dulles. 


Kennan becomes eligible for re- 


tirement in February. 1954. He 
has told friends he would like to 
serve until then before 
seriously 


considering retirement. 


During the political campaigns 


Dulles sharply criticized th« pol- 
icy of containment of Soviet pow- 
er—a policy with which Kennan 
has long been identified—and ad- 
vocated a, new policy of "libera- 
tion" toward Soviet satellite states. 
Dulles reaffirmed his belief in such 
a new policy when he spoke be- 
for the Senate committee. 


Kennan, on the other hand, in ef- 


fect defended the basic line of the 
containment policy in his Scran- 
ton speech and argued 
against 


the adoption by the U. S. govern- 
ment of any policy aimed at the 
'disintegration" of any other gov- 
ernment.

breaks Of 1918-1919 or 1928-1929, 
Surgeon Gen. Leonard Scheele of 
the Public Health Service said 
yesterday. 


Dr. Scheele added that, «ven it 


the current outbreaks were more 
severe, medical science is much 
better equipped now to deal with 
pneumonia and other complications 
which caused many of the deatht 
in earlier years. 


His statement said also that vac- 


cines against several strains of 
influenza now are commercially 
available. The Public Health Serv- 
ice is not recommending immuni- 
zation on a nation-wide basis, he 
said, but individuals would do well 
to take their own doctors' advice.
